0 e Hereas His Maicſtie, by His Proclamation, bearing date 
2) M\ the fourtcenth day of May, in the tenth peere of his Keigne, 
N, £ Foꝛthe better ſtaying of Treaſure within this Realme, and 
7 75 | alſo foꝛ the procuritig and inuiting of the ſame to be bꝛought, al⸗ 
2 , SS wellinto His Lzingdome as to His Mint, did let the putes of 
80 kfoꝛraine Gold andiiſtier, in their leuerall Species, as by the ſayd 
J e234 + 2 P2oclamation moꝛe at large appeareth. 

— J [i Maieſtie finding the fame Pꝛotlamation not ſo duelpo⸗ 
beped and oblerued as tit ought to bee, doth herebp require and command, that the ſayd 
Pꝛoclamation, being ſtill in fo2ce, bee foꝛ the tune to come moꝛe ſtraitly put in execution: 
Not intending neuertheieſſe hereby to renolic 02 diſcharge any Liberty Which the Eaſt 
[India Company (being a Companie that delerueth ſo well fo bee vpheld and encouraged) 
hath oꝛ ought to haue by the lawtull vle and p2actiſe of their Charter. 

And fo2 that the dꝛawing of Moueys into the Goldſmiths Hand, by turmng Silner in- 
to Gold vpõpꝛolit of Erchange,doth make it the moꝛe ready to be tngrofledinto the Mer⸗ 
chants hand fo2 tranlpoꝛtatid to Mynts abꝛoab And foꝛ that ſuch pꝛofit to be taken vpon 
change of Moneys,ts pꝛohibited by Lav : 

His Maieſtie doeth further ſtraitly charge and command, that noperſono2 perſons 
whatſocuer, ſhall kromhentekooꝛth, giue, recciuc o2 take auy maner of gaine, p2ofit oꝛ ad- 
nantage foꝛthe crehange of any Gold o: Silticr S onueps, of any his Hhighnes Nealmes, o: 
currant within the lame, abonethe Nategat which the lame arenoweurrant Within the 
ſaydRealme, vpon paine of the fozfciture of the ſame Boneys lo exchanged and the par- 
ties ſo offending, to ſuffcr luch farther penalties and puniſhments, as by the Lawes and 
Statutes of this Nealme, 02 by his Maeſties Pꝛerogatiue Ropall, nay bee inflicted in 


that behalte. 
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And furthermoze , the better to keepe the Gold and Siluer of this Kingdome, not 
onely within the Kealme,from being expoꝛted but that it may alſo bee continued in Mo⸗ 
neys aud Coyne, foꝛ the vſe and coinmerce of his Matcſtie andhislouing Subiects, æ not 
turned into any dead Maſle of Plate, noꝛ exhauſted# conſumedin vanities by Building. 
and the pꝛonulcuous vſe of Gold and Siluer Foliate , which haue beene inthe Reignes 
ofdiners Kings of this Realme,ſeuerally pꝛouided foz,and pzoHibited : 

Dis Mateſtic doeth likewiſe charge and commaund, That no Goldſmith oꝛ other per- 
ſon whatloeuer, ſhall from hencefozth Melt, oꝛ make into any kind of Ueſſell oꝛ Plate, oꝛ 
into any other Manufacture, any the Moneys oꝛ Copnes of his Maieſties Realmes oz 
Dominions, oꝛ turrant within the ſame but ſhall onely Melt and make the lame Plate, 
Ueſſell, oꝛ other Manufactures, out ok old Plate, foꝛraigne Bullion oꝛ Copne, oꝛ of Siluer 
burnt out of Late, and the like: vpon paine of the fozfeiture of the Double value of the 
ſayd Copne ſo conucrted oꝛ made into Plate, x of ſuch other penalties as by the Lawes, 
oꝛ by his Maieſties pꝛerogatiue Vopall, map be inflicted vpon them. 

And the better to pꝛeuent the vnnecellarp and exceſſiue waſte of Golde and Siluer Fo- 
[tate within this Realme ; His Maieſtte doth likewiſe hereby pꝛohibite and fozbid, That 
no Gold 92 Dtluer Foltate ſhall be from Henecfo2th wꝛought, vſcd, oꝛ umploped in any 
Building, Seeling, Wainſcot, 8edſteds, Chapzes, Stooles, Coaches, oꝛ any other Oꝛna⸗ 
ments whatlocuer, Except it be Armour, 02 Weapons, oꝛ in Armes and Enſignes of ho⸗ 
nour, at Funerals oꝛ: Monuments ofthe dead: And therekoꝛe willeth and tommandeth, 
That no Artificcr, Tradeſman, oꝛ other, ſhall at any time after Sire Moneths, fromthe 
Date ofhis Maieſties Pꝛotlamation, pꝛeſume to Woꝛke, Uſe, oꝛ Pmploy in oꝛ about any 
Wutlding, Sceling, Wainſcot, Bedſteds, Chayzes, Stooles, Coaches, oꝛ any other Ozna- 
ments whatſocner, (Except Armour 02 Weapons, Armes andEnſignes of honour, oz 
Monuments of the dead as afozeſayd ) any Gold oz Siluer Follate, vpon paineof his 
Maleſties high diſpleaſure, and the Fozfeiture of the ſame Materials oz wozkes ſo Sil- 
uered oꝛ Gilt, and to bee further puniſhedas contemners of his Pateſties Royall Com⸗ 
mandement.
